The pathway system in the 
Grayling area will get another 
leg next year - and that’s good 
news to avid cyclist Susan 
Brenner. 

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) has 
awarded a grant which will pay 
to widen the road shoulders on 
M-93 to six feet from Camp 
Grayling north to M-72 in order 
to add bike lanes in Grayling 
Township. 

The project will be done in 
conjunction with a MDOT road 
improvement project next year. 

Brenner, 73, who lives on East 
Lakeshore Drive, has been riding 
that stretch of road every day for 
25 years. She travels a loop from 
her home up to Lake Margarethe 
Boulevard, up to the entrance at 
Camp Grayling, down to M-72, 
then back to her home. 

“It’s part of my daily regiment 
and it makes me feel better when 
I do it,” Brenner said. 

This summer Brenner pur- 
chased a new bike, but held on to 
the old one she had pedaled for a 
dozen years to ride in inclement 
weather, 

“Tf there’s snow on the ground 
and the pavement is dry - [ go,” 
she said, 

“The project will cost $78,814, 


“which includes $61,551 in feder- 


al funds, $15,763 from MDOT, 
$1,000 from the Crawford 


County Multi-Use Pathway 
Committee and $500 from the 
Grayling Promotional 
Association, 

Wayne Koppa, the chairman of 
the Crawford County Multi-Use 
Pathway Committee, said he 
believes the new bike paths will 
tie in with Grayling Township’s 
streetscape project and bike 
paths on Old Lake Road to give 
residents a networks of paths to 
travel. 

Brenner has a loyal following 
of Camp Grayling officers and 
neighbors who wave or honk 
their horns at her when she is on 


her five mile trek and will check 


on her welfare if she stops along 
side the road. 

Brenner, who works the elec- 
tion polls at the Grayling 
Township Hall, collects return- 
able cans and bottles in a basket 
attached to her handle bars. She 
donates the money to a local 
charity after she cashes them in 
at the end of the year. 

Brenner believes the new path- 
way will give cyclists a safer 
option to travel around the com- 
munity, adding to the paths that 
go to the Grayling High School 
and the new path which extends 
out to Hartwick Pines State Park. 

“I think it's going to be won- 
derfui,” Brenner said. 

The grant for the bike lanes is 
part of $12 million in Federal 
Transportation Enhancement 
Act funds given to the state.

Pathway 
hearing

County officials will take up 
the debate on whether the coun- 
ty’s paved pathway system 
should be closed to motorized 
vehicles and snowmobiles later 
this month. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners will hold a 
public hearing at 10 am. on 
Wednesday, Sept. [5 to take 
public input on proposed non- 
motorized pathway use ordi- 
nance, 

County officials are seeking 
to place restrictions on the trail 
uses as they aim at preserving 
the $1 million the state has spent 
paving the asphalt pathways, 
arguing that metal studs and car- 
bides on the skis are already 
causing damage to the path- 
way’s surface,

can not rely on reasonable cause 
that person committed — the 
offense.

According to the News survey, 30 per- 
centof Michigan roads are rough, com- 
pared to 12.1 percent nationally.

The shameful condition of Michigan 
highways is nothing new to anyone who 
has traveled in our state. Distinct differ- 
ences are noticeable on any multi-state 
driving tip. 

Forty-five years or so ago, Michigan 
Highway Comnnissioner John Mackie 
undertook a long term bond-and-build 
program, Widely criticized at the time as 
mortgaging Michigan's future. But it 
produced good highways. 

Coupled with the post-World War H 
catch-up development of the interstate 
highway system, pushed by President 
Dwight Eisenhower, Michigan was near 
the tops in highways. 

Neglect is the big culprit in highway 
deterioration. 

Better roads cost money, and 
Michigan lawimakers -- and taxpayers -- 
have been reluctant to assign adequate 
resources to better highways. Today's 
drivers are paying the price in comfort 
and in auto maintenance. 


Maybe it’s time for another long range 
highway bond-and-build program to get 
Michigan back among the leaders in 
highways,

The August 26 editton of the 
Avalanche publicly reported 
the sad and shocking news that 
a downstate adult entertain- 
ment business has purchased 
the property located at 6131 
M-72 West incorporated under 
; the assumed name “Fantasies 
Unlimited.” Such businesses 
are generally called Sexually 
Oriented Businesses or SOBs 
for short. 

While the U.S. Supreme 
Court has given SOBs the pre- 
| sumption of First Amendment 
protection, they have also 
given communities the right to 
' protect. and preserve their 
j quality of life against’ the 
adverse secondary effects of 
SOBs. 

The Court has identified 
these harmful secondary 
effects as: f. Increased Crime - 
rape, sexual assault, prostitu- 
lion and illegal drug sales, 2. 
Decreased Property Values - 
| both residential and commer- 
i cial. And 3. Urban Blight - 
people and businesses ficeing 
the community. 

Dozens of land use studies 
across America reveal the 
above facts. In Indianapolis, 
Indiana sex related crimes 
were four times more common 
in residential study areas than 
commercial study areas with 
SOBs. In Cleveland, Ohio in 
one tract of SOBs there were 
136 robberies, while the 
largest tract’ without SOBs 
reported only 14 robberies. In 
the three tracts with SOBs 
there were 41 rapes or nearly 7 
limes the cily average of 2.4 
rapes per census. tract. In 
Phoenix, Arizona on average, 


sex offenses were 506% 
greater and property crimes 
were 43% greater in neighbor- 
hoods where SOBs were locat- 
ed in contrast ‘to neighbor- 
hoods where no SOBs existed, 
(Source for the above facts 
was Citizens for Community 
Values and recommended by 
Michigan Family Forum). 

The property located at 
6131 M-72 West is in the 
midst of dozens of residences, 
three churches, a Christian 
school, or in other words in the 
very heart of Grayling 
Township. We commended 
the township supervisor Terry 
Wright, building and zoning 
director Bob Dixon, and other 
local officials for doing all 


they can to enforce our local | 
ordinance against such busi- 
nesses. Bul this is not just a 
legal battle to preserve the 
quality of life we have enjoyed | 
to pass on to our children and 
grandchildren, 

Our community has been 
targeted for moral assault. We 
did not ask for this battle. 
Only as cach individual in our 
community is willing to do his 
or her part can we hope to rally | 
and protest effectively to pre- 
vent this moral evil from tak- 
ing root in the heart of our 
community. They may have 
the money and will to fight in 
court against our government, 
but they can’t win a fight 
against the entire community.

The end of an era came this year as the Ben Franklin store closed its doors for the last time on September 1. 


Store with deep ties to community 
shuts doors for last time

"A business that has been in the 
Grayling area for over 55 years 
has closed its doors for the last 
tifne. 

“Emil and Lausine Kraus have 
owned a Ben Franklin store since 
1947 and for 25 of those years 
there were actually two Ben 
Franklin stores in Grayling. The 
store in the mall was the biggest 
ohe in the state with 26,000 
square feet. 

Emil’s father opened a dime 
store in Grayling in 1929. Emil, 
who spent lots of time in the 
store as a youngster, said penny 
candy was a big attraction. 

“Although Emil learned a great 
deal about retail trade as a young 
man and never Jost his interest in 
it, he became a lawyer and set up 
a‘private practice in Grayling and 
was a Probate Judge for 24 years. 
“During this time he was still 
aetively involved in the business 
and had purchased it from his 
father in 1947. In fact, he closed 
both his law office and the large 
Ben Franklin store in 1997, 

‘Meanwhile, Laurine was busy 
raising their daughters, running 
her own — store, Laurine’s 
Departinent Store, in the malt 
and the Michigan Avenue Ben 
Franklin store. 

‘In the 1950's the Michigan 
Avenue Ben Franklin store dou- 
bled in size. After a fire in a 
nearby building, the Krauses pur- 
chased the adjoining building 
and built the store that just 
closed. 

‘In 1973, with the opening of 


the store in the mall, the Krauses 
said “our main objective is to 
provide the Grayling area shop- 
pers with the best merchandise 
values from the nations feading 
manufacturers,” 

They also said their primary 
aim was to provide friendly and 
courteous service. ‘They obvt- 
ously succeeded because when 
that store closed, their customers 
followed them to the Michigan 
Avenue store. Both Emil and 
Laurine said they felt their cus- 
tomers and stalf were friends. 

Many Grayling residents have 
expressed their dismay over the 
closing of the store and feel like 


they’re losing a valued friend.. 


Several summer residents have 
also dropped in to say hello and 
express their regrets over the 
closing of the store. 

Unlike many current business- 
es they have a very loyal staff, 
with most of their employees 
working for them anywhere from 
10 to 50 years. For example, 
Doris Lowe worked for the 
Krauses for SO years, Jill 
Harwood for 41 years, Reta 
Watts for 25 years, Violet Ayers 
for 18 years and Bev Fagan for 
12 years. 

The decision to close the store 
was based on Emil’s age and 
poor health. 

Emil said operating the store 
has never been like a job and 
even though it required many 
more than 40 hours per week he 
enjoyed working in the store and 
talking to the customers, He has 
a wealth of stories which he will- 
ingly shared with his customers.

-OMH Rehab Department moves 
in preparation for renovation

A major construction and ren- 
ovation project, expected to con- 
tinue through February 2006, 
begins at Otsego Memorial 
Hospital (OMH) this month with 
the relocation of the 
Rehabilitation Services 
Department and the addition of a 
new driveway for the Emergency 
Department. 

The Rehabilitation Services 
Department, including Physical, 
Occupational, Hand and Speech 
Therapy, as well as the Wound, 
Ostomy, Continence nurse spe- 
cialist, will be closed on Friday, 
August 27 and wiil re-open in 
the Hazel Shipp Building on the 
northwest corner of the hospital 
campus on Monday, August 30, 

“All of our outpatient therapy 
services will be relocated to a 
newly renovated suite in the 
Hazel Shipp Building for the 
duration of the construction and 
renovation project,” said Dan 
Schmidt, Director of 
Rehabilitation Services, 


“Inpatient services will remain 
unchanged throughout the pro- 
ject.” 

During the renovation, the 
Rehabilitation Services depart- 
ment will gain additional footage 
and services as a result of the 
upcoming project. The most 
noticeable change will be the 
addition of a therapy poot to be 
used primarily for joint replace- 
ment patients and residents of 
McReynolds Hall with mobility 
issues, 

However, while these changes 
are made, patients will be utiliz- 
ing the temporary facilities in the 
Hazel Shipp Building. 

“Our department is looking 
forward to the impact the reno- 
vation will have on our services 
and our work environment,” 
Schmidt said. “While the transi- 
tion to this space may create 
some challenges, it has many 
advantages as well. Our patients 
will be able to park near the 
building entrance, and we will be 


able to avoid navigating through 
the construction area surround- 
ing the back of the Hospital, 1 
think our patients will apprectate 


the accommodation to— their 
needs.” 

The relocation of 
Rehabilitation Services also 


helps other Hospital depart- 
ments, according to Ralph 
Pardo, Vice President of Support 
Services and coordinator of the 
construction project for the 
Hospital. “By relocating Rehab 
for up to two years, it allows us 
to enclose the new space, install 
the components we necd there, 
and also use that area as staging 
area for other departments which 
are affected by the renovations.” 

“Our goal is for each affected 
department to move once out of 
the old space and move once 
back into new space throughout 
the renovation,” Pardo said. 
“This process will provide a 
minimum of disruption of ser- 
vice to all of the outpaticnt areas 


directly affected by the renova- 
tron.” 

Along with the relocation of 
Rehabilitation Services, one of 
the first items on the construc- 
tion agenda is to create a new 
exit) from the Emergency 
Department ambulance driveway 
and create limited parking near 
the ED for emergency services 
and law enforcement personnel. 

“Throughout the project, the 
parking areas behind — the 
Hospital, off Shipp Street, will 
be used as a slaging area and for 
construction vehicles,” Pardo 
explained. “We will be relocat- 
ing the helipad and keeping 
access to the loading dock open 
for deliveries. However, other 
traffic and parking to the area 
will be routed to other areas 
around the facility.”

DEQ Announces the Neighborhood | 
Environmental Partners Program 


Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Director, Steven E. Chester, 
announced the kick-off for a 
new environmental recognition 
program to encourage local 
businesses and their neighbors 
to work together on projects 
that improve environmental 
awareness and the quality of 
life in their neighborhoods. 
The new program is called the 
Neighborhood Environmental 
Partners (NEP) Program. 
Participation will initially be 
offered to businesses that are 
already recognized by the 
DEQ’s Clean Corporate 
Citizens (C3) Program. 

“The DEQ has a number of 
successful environmental 


_ recognition programs, but this 


is the first one to require activ- 
ities that benefit the surround- 


ing counties,” said DEQ 
Director Chester. ‘With the 
introduction of the NEP 


Program, the DEQ recognizes 
the importance of building 
active relationships between 
businesses and their neighbors 


to improve the local environ- 
ment.” 

To assist interested partici- 
pants, the DEQ has developed 
a Web site that has information 
materials on 
requirements, along with ideas 
and illustrations of communi- 
ty-based environmental activi- 
ties. The DEQ Web Site is 
www.michigan.gov/deqnep. 
Initial response to the program 
has been very enthusiastic. 

“Too often we hear stories 
about the conflicting interests 
of businesses, and their sur- 
rounding neighborhoods.” said 
Andy Such, Executive Director 
of the Michigan Chemistry 
Council. “This program recog- 
nizes the act that these groups 
can, and do, work together.” 

The NEP Program offers 
business and citizen groups the 
opportunity to work together to 
make their neighborhoods 
cleaner, and more attractive 
places to live and work. A crit- 
ical component of the program 
is the necessary dialogue that 
must occur between businesses 


the program | 


and representatives in their 
communities to select a project 
that meets agreed upon envi- 
ronmental needs. 

“Experience has shown that 
when a business engages the 
local community in its deci- 
sion-making process - its 
opportunily for long-term suc- 
cess improves,” said: Michigan 
Environmental Council Policy 
Director James Clift. “This 
process — that encourages open 
and honest dialogue — will 
hopefully lead to better protec- 
tion of public health and more 
jobs for Michigan workers.” 

The DEQ is now accepting 
applications from the C3s who 
are engaged: in local environ- 
mental projects. Applications 
will be accepted through 
January 31, 2005, and recogni- 
tion awards will be given in 
March 2005, 

While the program is initial- 
ly limited to C3s, the DEQ 
hopes that other businesses and 
communities will still take 
advantage of the information 
on the new DEQ Web site.. The 


DEQ Web site has excellent 
tools on developing communi- 
ty-based environmental pro- 
jects, and suggestions on 
potential activities. The DEQ 
is also interested in hearing 
about additional ideas and 
resources as well, and will have 
an E-mail link on the Web site 
to provide this opportunity. 

The DEQ currently.has 101 
facilities designated as C3s, To 
qualify for a designation, pro- 
gram facilities must adopt an 
environmental management 
system, maintain an active pol- 
lution prevention program, and 
have a consistent record of 
compliance with applicable 
environmental requirements. 
Designations are valid for one 
year, and must be renewed 
annually,

"Supporting 
charitable activities through tax 
deductible contributions is an 
important element of tax law 
and serves the national interest.
